GAME  AND  INLAND  FISHERIES. 

We  condemn  the  Liberal  Government  for  failure  to  protect 
riffhts  of  the  people  in  regard  to  game  and  inland  fisheries 
^    We  pSg^otirselves  to  return  to  tbe  policy  which  prevailed   in 
our  early  history,  of  preserving  to  the  people,  sporting  and   fishing 
StB^n  aJl  for/ets  and  streams   throughout   the  wild   lands  in    the 
Province.  ^^^ 

EDUCATION 

We  lay  it  down  as  a  guidins  principle  that  it  is  a  first  duty  of 
Government  in  regard  to  ed.ioation  to  provide  good  common  schools 


the 
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lliat  will  assure  to  every  boy  and  girl  of  the  Province  thoroagb 
training  in  the  piactioal  subjects  of  learning.  It  is  notorious  that 
at  present  owing  to  the  scarcity  of  competent  teachers  there  are  a 
large  number  of  rural  school  sections  in  which  the  school  bouses  are 
dosed  aud  the  children  growing  up  without  the  advantages  of  a 
common  school  training ;  while  in  others  in  consequence  of  lack  of 
tho.oughness  due  to  the  over-loaded  and  badly  planned  curriculum 
of  study,  the  pupils  arc  receiving  most  imperfect  and  incomplete  in- 
struction. 

Effective  steps  should  be  taken  to  abate  and  remedy  these 
grievances  by : 

1.  Increasing  the  Government  grants  to  teachers,  so  as  to  at- 
tract more  terchers  to  the  work  and  ensure  a  greater  degree  of  per- 
manence In  the  profession. 

2.  Securing  a  fuller  degree  of  co-o|)eration    between  the    De- 
partment of  Education  and   our  Provincial   Colleges   so   as  to  en 
courage  College  students  and  graduates   to  undertake  the    work  o' 
public  school  teachers. 

3.  Taking  effective  steps  to  provide  children  of  school  age 
with  school  books  at  a  minimum  cost. 

4.  Reforming  the  school  currioulum  with  a  view  lo  improving 
and  simplifying  the  course  of  study  to  be  followed  in  the  ',  ublic 
schools  and  to  adapt  the  same  to  the  practical  needs  of  the  people. 

XV 
PUBLIC  CHARITIES. 

We  denounce  the  present  administration  of  public  charitable 
institutions  on  a  partisan  basis,  not  only  prostituting  an  important 
branch  of  the  public  service  to  political  ends,  but  leading  to  gross 
waste  of  the  people's  money  and  inefficient  results;  and  we  further 
condemn  the  Government  for  its  refusal  to  permit  investigation  in 
to  the  management  of  the  Victoria  General  Hospital 

We  are  in  favor  of  the  maintenance  of  a  Sanitarium  for  Tuber- 
culosis and  of  extending  its  work  by  the  erection  of  hospitals  for  ad- 
vanced cases  and  the  pushing  of  a  general  eamp:iign  of  education 
against  a  disease  responsible  for  more  than  1000  deaths  each  yetr 
of  the  young  wage  earners  of  this  Province.

HASTY  AND  SECRET  LEGISLATION.

XVIII 

LOCAL  TAXATION. 

The  Liberal  Goverements  while  claiming  to  administer  the  affairs 
of  the  Province  without  resort  to  direct  taxation,  have  not  hesitated 
to    lesort  to  such  taxation  through  the  medium  of  the  municipal 

^°%Tovough  investigation  is  required  to  see  that  the  ratepayers 
of  the  Citiel  Towns  and  County  Muncipalities  are  not  burdened 
with  taxation,  which  should  be  borne  by  the  Province  or  by  any 
dass  of  the  community  which  is  alone  benefitted  by  the  particular 
object  to  which  the  funds  raised  are  applied. 

XIX 
LITIGATION,  OFFICIAL,  FEES,  Etc. 

We  believe  that  the  lime  has  arrived  when  the  cost  of  litigation 
and  the  administration  of  estates  of  deceased  persons  should  be  in- 
vestigatS,  and  such  relief  afforded  as  will  protect  the  people  from

ervision of  the  administration  of  crimina  law  by  magistrates 
throughout  the  Province  ;  and  to  compel  returns  from  such  magis- 
tSand  to  make  inspection  of  their  work,  and  we  further  declare 
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tbat  the  L'beral  Government'i>  indiscriminate  nppointmeotB  of  magis- 
trates and  other  officers  for  political  purposes,  instead  of  for  per- 
sonal fltncsB,  ca"..-  ior  the  strongest  condemnation. 

XX 

INDEPENDENCE  OF  PARLIAMENT 

We  condemn  the  Government  for  their  persistent  neglect  to  en- 
act legislation  on  the  subject  of  independence  of  tiic  legislature,  and 
declare  that  the  law  shoii'.d  he  amended  so  as  to  disqualify  all  per- 
sons who  are  ofHicials  of,  and  contractors  with  the  Government,  from 
being  elected  to  the  House  of  Assembly,  or  appointed  to  the  Legis- 
lative Council  or  of  holding  scats  in  either  House. 

XXI 

REPRESENTATION. 

The  present  system  of  representation  inaugurated  half  a  century 
ago  has  become  grossly  unfair  to  iai^e  sections,  which  owing  to  in- 
crease of  populaticn  arc  at  present  inequitably  represented.  When 
returned  to  power,  we  pledge  ourselves  to  an  equitable  measure  of 
redistribution,  which  will,  vk  ithout  depriving  any  of  the  Counties  of 
the  representation  which  they  at  present  enjoy,  remedy  this  injust- 
ice.

REPRESENTATION  AT  OTTAWA 

In  view  of  the  great  development  of  the  West  and  the  standing 
still  of  the  population  of  Nova  Scotia,  there  is  danger  that  after  the 
decennial  Dominion  Census  of  IIM 1  Nova  Scotia  and  the  other 
Maritime  Provinces  will  lose  part  of  their  representation  at  Ottawa 
The  Liberal  Conservative  party  pledges  itself  to  endeavor  to  secure 
an  amendment  to  the  British  North  America  Act  to  prevent  the 
Nova  Scotia  representation  at  Ottawa  falling  below  the  present 
number  of  eighteen. 
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
